Therefore it may well be concluded, that One Thou- 
ſand Labourers are capable of raiſing all Neceſſaries for 
Two Thouſand; ſo the Labour or Manufactures that ſhall 
be made by the other Thouſand Labourers, may be rec- | 
kon'd Profit to the Founders, at leaſt of Five Hundred of 
them, (if we ſhould allow Five Hundred of them to be 
Aged, Sick and Infants, with needful Officers) which if 
they raiſe but Ten Pound a Year a Head, it comes to 
Five Thouſand Pound a Year for their Founders, 
Which will be 12 per Cent. per- Ann. in caſe there ſhould 
be occaſion to raiſe Forty Thouſand Pound (which is 
Twenty Pound a Head) to buy Land and Materials to 
ſettle I'wo Thouſand of them. 125 
But the Founders may leave as much of the Profits 
among the Poor as they pleaſe. ea. 
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There is no neceſſity of ſettling of them all in One 


Body, if Land can be purchaſed ſuitable to ſettle but a 


Hundred Families together, it may do, tho' the more

One bright Pattern will ſhine to every County of the 
Kingdom; and when the Method hath been thorough- 


ly try'd, and ſucceeds well, it will make them as fond
